More tangible than ever 
before 
with each -new but meager develop- 
ment the murder of Raffles Palmero 
today 
presents to 
the. Janesville 
police department, the sheriffs office 
and to District Attorney Stanley U. 
Dumviddle the most profound mystery 
perhaps in. the history of the county. 
With likely causes 
for 
the 
crime 
presenting themselves one alter an- 
other the county and city officials are 
wholly 'at sea, utterly unable to sift 
out and decide upon either one or an- 
other as to the reasons 
for the 
riddling 
of Palmero's 
body 
with 


bullets. 
All Speculation. 
Today, thirty-six hours after the 
murder, but few facts had presented 
themselves over those 
which had 
been obtained at midnight Thursday 
and 
from 
this 
accumulation only 
guess-work and confusion results. 
Perhaps 
the 
newest development 
and that lead which may be expected 
to give a real clew upon which to 
work and one which is being attacked 
from every angle is the report which 
reached the police station that three 
strange Italians were in the city, 
Thursday afternoon. 
They met at the Five Points about 
three o'clock that afternoon and en- 
gaged in 
noisy 
conversation with 
much argument evident and with a 
pronounced 
motioning 
with 
their 
Sands. They were observed by a Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee and St. Paul railway, 
switch crew. One 
of 'the road em- 
oloves a close friend to the murdered 
Palmero and, other 
Italian section 
men reported to the police that he 
noticed at once the strangers, one a 
big and powerful built man and the 
other two somewhat smaller. 
Imported Gunmen. 
Another incident 
relative 
to this 
meeting of the strangers and which 
the police are adverse to publication 
seems to strengthen 
one of the six 
causes which may have led up to the 
shooting.

The presence of the strange Ital- 
ians here gives the aspect that the 
job was done by imported" gunmen. 
This Is really in contradiction to the 
belief of 
Chief of Police 
Champion 
whose contention is that it was a local 
job and that Janesville Italians who 
have been questioned know a great 
deal more than they will tell whether 
or not they would, could they cio so 
and escape with their ownjife. 
Fear of 
the 
dreaded 
Mafia, the 
"Black Hand," 
the police 
believe 
sealed the 
lips of those who have 
even the slightest knowledge which 
would 
eventually, 
through 
proper 
police work, lead to the apprehension 
of the murderers and bring them to 
justice. Dunwiddie's Opinion. 
Against the belief of the police that 
the shooting was done by Italians who 
live here, District Attorney Dunwid- 
die this morning expressed the opin- 
ion that it was the work of outside 
° "Of course, this is only guesswork," 
said Mr Dunwiddie. "The case is so 
tangible and so many different leads 
confront us that the only thing we 
can do is 
to guess. There 
is little 
information to be obtained by us-from 
the Italians, 
even those 
who were 
most intimate with Palmero 
They 11 
tell you, 'Yes. I was a good friend of 
Raffles 
I don't know if he ever had 
any trouble anywhere else 
don t 
know anything about his affairs. 
I 
mind my own business. 
They keep 
a questioner going in a circle. 
"I don't know but I have a belief 
that the cause may have come from 
something Palmero had 
clone years 
ago and even before he came here. He 
might have had some enemy who had 
been after him for years. 


May Have Had Enemy. 


"Palmero, despite the 
stories we 
have heard about him, was square 
with us. About two years 
ago he 
brought down to us an Italian who 
had stabbed 
another in 
one of the 
bunkhouses. On another occasion he 
hart an Italian arrested tor pointing 
a revower at him. Gardner Kavelage 
defended the gunman and got him off 
W1"We fre^confronted with one of the 
hardest cases to solve in the world 
of crime. 
Italian cases always are. 
We are working hard however, and 
are doing everything and 
following 
up every angle which has presented 
itself. The work is slow but there is 
a ereat deal of it to do." 
What the district attorney calls a 
"steenth hand" story is being Inyesti- 
gated and Beloit now presents itself 
in the case. Down at South Janesville 
some local man heard somebody say 
that he heard someone else tell that 
a Beloit woman was reported to have 
told that an Italian she knew pocket- 
ed his revolver .late Thursday after- 
noon with 
the remark that he was 
"oing up to Janesville to raise hell. 
° Although, little stock is taken in the 
report nevertheless it is being run 
down, for possible developments. 


Find Revolver Shells. 
Police officers 
who

cover any revolver shells, either load- 
ed or shot. Chief Champion, however, 
went over the grouncTagam. He, dis- 
covered six empty 38 calibre- shells 
and one which had failed to explode.

WANTS MORE MILK 


Officers 
of 
Producer*' 
Association 


Wish Farmers to Communicate 


at Once.—Open Nov. 1st. 


With the work of equipping the new 
cheese factory which V tq^.be opened 
November 1st in the Ryan-Jwarehquse 
on Center street by the Leaf River 
Creamery company, 
progressing 
as 
fast as the machinery czn be secured 
the officers of that company find that 
they will be able to handle an even 
larger quantity of milk than they had 
first contracted for. 
The intention was to take some ten 
thousand pounds of milk daily, but 
now contracts are desired with farm- 
ers in this region which will bring the 
dally consumption up to about twenty 
thousand pounds, the product of a. 
thousand cows. The milk committee 
of the producers' association is most 
desirous of learning at the earliest 
possible moment of any farmers in 
this vicinity who would like to bring 
their milk to this city. They ask that 
all such producers communicate witn 
Bmil Nltscher at the Nitscher Imple- 
mer-c company of this city, either per- 
scually or if this is impossible, by let- 
ter 
Information is desired regarding 
the exact number of cows that can be 
placed at the disposal of a milk con- 
cern operating a plant in this city. 
Even though the cheese factory will 
handle a large quantity of milk, out- 
side firms are still insistently endeav- 
oring to secure opportunities in Janes- 
ville for the establishment of various 
kinds of milk bottling or condensing 
works. Men who know the sitqation 
around here state that there is no 
reason why 100.000 pounds of milk 
cannot be brought to this city daily- 
IMS is done in Monroe and it is main- 
tained that the dairy interests around 
Janesville are as large as in that sec- 
tion of the country. 
At present there is a large firm, one 
of the wealthiest in the west, which 
is looking for a suitable building with 
the proper boiler equipment, in which 
to open a plant. 
Officers of the pro- 
ducers' association are constantly re- 
ceiving communications 
from 
firms 
which want branches in Janesville. 
"Obviously," said one prominent busi- 
ness man today, "the introduction in- 
to this city of plants operated by large 
national firms would mean much for 
the economic and financial advance- 
ment of Janesville.

At present tliero 
is hardly an unoccupied apartment 
in the city,'nor a vacant room in any 
of tltt houses which ordinarily rent 
rooms. Private families in comfort- 
able circumstances without the aliglit- 
est need of eking out an income by 
taking in lodgers, have in many cases 
generously yfelded to the tremendous 
demand for rooms, and disposed or 
them at high prices to a panicky pub- 
lic which fflled them with the celerity 
and eagerness of persons confronted 
wth Hie prospect of sleeping In tne 
parks. 
The predicament of the 
student 
class, which having little money to 
spend, has nsturally been unable to 
compete in the scramble for room« 
with doubled or trebled prices, had 
fceen the subject of several confer- 
ences of the university faculties whlob 
have made appeals to the city au- 
thSritieS to take immediate measures 
to pro-vide for the large number of 
homeless students. 
Many (of these 
students are now sleeping on park 
benches, or spending the "tent in 
walking tie streets, while the more

rooms 
which as many as five or six have 
taken together. 
One proposal is that hotel propri- 
etors be compelled to give a certain 
nurrber of rooms at a low rate to 
students.

Teaching Uie Blind. 


Blindness, perhaps the greatest of 


al! afflictions, too, has to b« taken into 
consideration for the war will leave 
thousands of men totally blind. The 
shrapnel which rains Its bullet* over 
the battlefield Is responsible for ter- 
rible head wounds which In nearly 
every Instance result In blindness, «nd 
each country IB making special ef- 
forts to care, for Its sightless soldiers. 
One of the first things to be done is 
to teach the blind man how to walk, 
and every day the afflicted soldiers 
are -taken out anfl taught to use a 
'cane in picking- their way. 
After 


awhile they learn to walk alone, and 
then a training to make them self- 
supporting Is begun. 
In France a 


special hospital has been set apart 
for this work, and a corps of Instruct- 
ors are now engaged in teaching un- 
der the direction of Miss Winifred 
Holt, keeper of the "Lighthouse," the 
institution of the New York Associa- 
tion of tho Blind. 
A regular course 


of training is In progress and Miss 
Holt writes hopefully of her work. 


Many prominent persons have Inter- 
ested themselves In financing the hos- 
pital. Germany is teaching her blind 
soldiers to make baskets, cane chairs, 
etc., and has them in hospitals out 
In 
the 
country.

possible they have a little music while 
they work as this, seems to cheer th» 
.men. 
A large amount 'of the raised 


letter literature such a» Is used by 
the blind has been sent to thes« hos- 
pitals and a part of each day is spent 
in reading it. 
The best medical sklli 


is being used on those only partially 
blind in an effort to restore their sight 
and the German medical Journals tell 
of some remarkable cures. 


Germany Keeps Soldiers Fit. 


Germany has baen the first of, tho 


warring nations to take advantage 
of the fact that eighty per cent, of 
the wounded recover and half of these 
are available for the field after two 
month's nursing In the hospital. 
In 


other wars the percentage of cures 
was much smaller and the return to 
the field after r»oovery was_left to 


the soldier as his "leave" to recover 
was Indefinite. 
This system. Is still in 


vogrue in France and England, but In 
Germany the men are required to to 
back to the field a» »oon aa they have 
recovered, and In order to aid this re- 
covery they must remain at the lios- 
pitals Instead of returning home and 
are kept In trim by work In a gym- 
nasium. 
The loitg confinement In bed 


has a tendency to stiffen the limbs. 
Then, too, the reaction wh'.ch follow* 
excessive physlco.1 and mental strain 
Is hard to shake oft, and if the pa- 
tient is at home this reaction Is nur- 
tured and tho "sick leave" invariably 
becomes 
permanent. 
Germany 
is 


avoiding this by the use of all sorts 
of apparatus, much of which has been 
imported from Sweden. 
The German 


convalescent spends a large part of 
his time in this "keeping fit" room, 
where he takes exercises according to 
his place in the army. 
For Instance. 


the cavalryman is seated on a me- 
chanical mount and becomes once 
sicre accustomed to the saddle, -while 


the artilleryman and the infantryman 
have their muscles loosened up and 
strengthened on other apparatus fash- 
ioned for their needs. 
All this ex- 


ercise Is, of course, conducted under 
medical direction. In this way Ger- 
many sends a large percentage of her 
wounded back to the ranks in a short 
time and in excellent condition. 


Those whose condition is such that 


they can do light work are sent to 
the fields where they labor beside the 
women in doing farm work. 
Tho 


famous drill ground a few miles from 
Berlin is now a vast harvest field, 
where wheat Is raised, to assist in feed- 
Ing the army and in place of the 
"goose step" the men now walk slowly 
behind the plows or reapers. 
There 


are no loose ends In Germany's mili- 
tary make-up. 
Everybody works at 


something, and no matter how trivial 
It may seem to the layman it dove- 
tails with something bigger and Is a 
necessary part of the Teutonic mili- 
tary machine. 


Amusing the Convalescents. 


It must not bo understood that Ger- 


many does not allow her convalescents 
any play or amusement, for such Is 
not the case. 
All sorts of things are 


done to have the sick man while away 
the long days. The Germans are fond 


I of music and one of the principal 
pleasures of the wounded Is listening 
tp concerts. 
At Bad Oeynhausen, In 


Westphalia, Prussia, there are twenty- 
five thousand convalescent Germans 
who will soon be fit for service again. 
The famous Kurhaus, once the delight 
of the American tourists who annual- 
ly left about J5,000,000.00 at tha Ger- 
man cure place, has been turned over 
to the soldiers. 
Three times a day 


the band plays and the men throng 
the beautiful park. 
Those, who aro 


unable to walk are wheeled to a place 
near the bandstand. Tho devotion of 
the German women to the wounded is 
proverbial, arid added__tc this_ls her 


intense patriotism which goes far to- 
ward keeping up the spirits of :lie 
men In their care. 


In England the wounded soldier is 


amused in many ways as it has be- 
come .the fashion 
for "society" to 


servo tea at the hospitals every after- 
noon. 
At this time tho soldlerr, nra 


waited on by pretty girls, who ,-.lso 
read .and sing to them. This state of 
affairs led an Irish sergeant to t*!l 
his friends that he "was afraid ho wai 
getting well."

England's fighting men and almost 
any day parties of convalescent sol- 
diers can be seen motoring in the sub- 
urbs of I-ondon. 


Serbians Always Ready to Fight. 
The Serbian's one desire Is to g«t 


back into battle, and ho cares llttlt 
for entertainment. Ho wants food, ho 
wants to get well and get at the Aua- 
trians again. 
Unless they find thoir 


way to a. French or English hospital 
there Is rarely anything 
done for 


them in the line of teaching thorn how 
to provide for themselves.
